Lower Court Reversed. 


A judgement for $12,000 recovered 
by Thom as E. Jones against the B a lti­ 
more & Ohio Southw estern R ailw ay 
Com pany in the Jennings Cif cult Court 
was reversed by the Suprem e Court. 
Jones was an engineer, anti was injur­ 
ed in a co llisio n between his train and 
a special train at Storrs, near C incin­ 
nati. 
He wa-i so crushed and scalded 
as to make him a helpless invalid, 
part of his skull havin g been removed 
so as to lay bare his brain, and much 
of the skin and flesh fa llin g off from 
his lim bs. 
Fie charged that the accident was 
due to the negligence of the engineer 
and 
conductor 
in 
charge of the 
special train. 
The Supreme Court 
held that the em ployers’ liabilitv law 
of Indiana, by which 
a railroad 
is 
made liab le to its em ployes for the 
carelessn ess of other em ployes having 
charge of locom otives or trains on its 
road, has no force in case of an inj iry 
that occurs in another State. 
It was 
therefore held, as nothing was shown 
con certin g the law of Ohio on this 
subject, that the common law which 
excuses an em ployer from liab ility to 
a servant for the negligent acts of a 
fellow servant must be presumed 
in 
fo ’ce in Ohio, and there could be no 
recovery.
